was unable to say. The version most

was

Mr>. Kiplinger 
expects

tomorrow 
which will explain the telegram. 
It is knowu that Captain Kipling­ 
er and other 
commanders 
of the 
139th have had embarkation orders 
for some time, 
hut 
they 
had no 
idea when they would he ordered to 
move. 
Many are of the opinion that the 
telegram means the regiment will be 
moved to an eastern port ready to 
board 
a 
transport 
for 
training 
abroad. Although the 139th has had 
little training and has had nothing 
but some wooden cannon and a few 
hordes to train with, it has been un­ 
derstood from the first that soldiers 
of 
the 
American 
exjieditionary 
forces would receive 
their training 
in Prance within the sound of the 
big guns. 
This is especially true of 
the artillery regiments because 
of 
the very nature of their equipment, 
which entails much work in trans­ 
port ing.

ACUTE ONCE MORE 


Pound to a Customer and 
Only 
Those Who Have Been Regular 
Customers Get Any Is Rule 


LITTLE IS BEING RECEIVED 


Candy Stores Feel Effects of Short­ 
age Because Orders Are Not 
All Filled by Jobbers 


“One pound 
to a customer 
and 
only those who have been regular 
customers get any,” is the reply one 
receives when trying 
to buy sugar 
from the local grocers who are en­ 
deavoring to divide up their supply 
of tin' product in the l>est manner 
possible. 
Some of the groceries are 
com­ 
pletely out of sugar and have been 
for a week. 
The promise of whole­ 
sale houses to “ship tomorrow” does 
not seem to materialize. 
Those who 
have sugar, and none of them has 
an overbundance, are 
selling 
one 
pound to a customer as long as it 
lasts and those who have not been 
regular customers 
in the 
past are 
n$>t considered. 
More than this, grocers have to 
he observant 
about lite frequency 
with which jiersons order sugar. In 
several cases, persons have tried to 
“stock up” by ordering a pound in 
several successive days while if this 
practice were allowed 
to continue, 
some persons would fail to get 
any 
while others would have plenty. The 
grocers, however, do not let this oc- 
?ur. 
The shortage is visibly 
affecting 
he candy stores-as well. 
It is not 
only hard to get sugar, 
but 
it is 
lard to get candy. 
Orders are not 
hilly filled, if filled at all and some 
ire cancelled by wholesale concerns. 
\ t present, the 
local* candy shops 
are well supplied 
with 
candy, hut 
low long the supply will last is not 
mown. 
The only relief in sight 
is the 
promise of wholesale houses to ship 
applies of sugar, but this does not 
mean much 
to local dealers until 
the supply is actually received. 
The sugar shortage 
in Indiana­ 
polis i*. so serious that State Food 
Administrator Barnard has ordered 
the grocers there 
to sell not more 
than two 
pounds 
of sugar to one 
customer during the week. 
No such 
an order has been received here.

The certificates are payable in 1923 
or on demand at any postoffice with 
accrued interest up to the 
hour of 
demand. 
Person- who do not have 
that much to invest at one time may 
buy 25 cents thrift stamps which 
are [Misted on ti card, and when 
sufficient 
number 
are 
purchased, 
they may he redeemed by taking 
war caving certificate.

None of the hanks 
has received 
their supplies of the thrift stamps 
or Warr saving certificates 
vet.

■Washington, Dec. 3.—Both house 
and senate of America's win the war 
.congress convened on the stroke of 
m*>n today with the first call on it 
for 
appropriations 
amounting 
to 
$30,504,000,000. 
On Tuesday Wilson will deliver 
his message sounding the call for 
such action as he believes necessary 
to carry America to a victory in the 
war for democracy. 
'In presenting his 
message 
the 
president will appear before a joint 
session for the first time sincc^ the 
declaration of war. 
‘Since then 
the 
first 
American 
blood has been shed in France 
and 
America has begun 
assuming the 
dominant position in the counsels of 
the allies. Adjournment was taken in 
both houses today immediately after 
preliminaries were 
disposed of 
to 
await the president's message. Gal­ 
leries were crowded, however, 
and 
members 
brought 
word 
to 
both 
house 
and 
senate 
of 
sentiment 
among constituents to wage war 
to 
the end. 
The president is not expected 
to 
ask for a declaration of war against 
Germany’s allies 
tomorrow

sentiment for announcing open bel­ 
ligerency against 
Austria 
appears 
to he growing today. 
Senator Lodge, 
ranking republi­ 
can member of the senate foreign 
relations committee declared in fav­ 
or of this step.
